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Frosh!  Plan  Now  For 
Rhodes  Scholarship 


The  time  to  start  thinking  of  a 
Rhodes  Scholarship  is  when  you  are 
a freshman  or  sophomore.  Most 
candidates  eliminate  themselves  be- 
fore ever  they  go  to  meet  the  com- 
mittee of  selection,  simply  because 
they  have  not  planned  ahead  for  the 
scholarship  and  taken  the  course 
which  offer  the  best  basis  for  study 
at  Oxford. 

The  committee  of  selection  likes  to 
see  a record  which  is  especially  strong 
in  languages,  mathematics,  and  Eng- 
lish, or  history.  Credit  in  the  busi- 
ness school,  or  in  agronomy  or  pub- 
lic speaking  is  not  recognized 
Oxford.  Consequently,  students  who 
have  had  Oxford  in  mind,  and  Who 
have  prepared  for  it  from  their  fresh- 
man year  will  impress  the  committee 
far  more  than  students  who  begin 
think  of  the  scholarship  late  in  their 
junior  or  senior  years. 

'The  scholarship  affords  such 
handsome  stipend  that  most  students 
quail  at  the  mere  thought  of  receiving 
so  much  money.  Otherwise,  how 
one  account  for  the  fact  that  rarely 
niore  than  twenty  men  send  in  appli- 
cations each  year  in  Utah?  A gift  of 
$1960  a year  for  three  years  to  be 
spent  in  studying  at  Oxford  and 
traveling  on  the  continent  is  enough 
to  chill  the  spirit  oi  the  meek  and 
unambitious.  But  the  student  who, 
a freshman,  feels  confident  that 
may  be  worth  $1960  a year  by  t 
time  he  is  ^ senior,  is  surprised 
find  'how  easy  it  is  to  get  to  the  finals 
in  the  competition  for  appointment  to 
the  scholarship. 

Under  the  new  plan  of  selection, 
each  state  has  a chance  to  send  two 
men  to  Oxford  every  year.  The 
United  States  is  divided  into  eight 
districts  of  six  states  each.  Each 
state  sends  two  candidates  to  its 
spective  district  committee,  and  four 
men  are  chosen  from  each  district 
every  year. 

The  scholarship  is  even  more  at- 
tractive now  than  it  has  ever  been, 
as  scholars  may  be  allowed  either  to 
postpone  their  third  year,  returning 
to  Oxford  for  it  after  a period  of 
work  in  the  United  States,  or  to 
spend  their  third  year  in  post-grad- 
uate work  in  some  other  university 
in  Great  Britain  or  on  the  continent 
of  Europe.

1931  will  be  posted  immediately  on 
college  bulletin  boards.  Further 
formation  and  application  blanks  may 
be  obtained  in  this  institution  from 
Karl  £.

FOUR  IKE  SIUOY 
OF  PROVO  RIVER 


With  the  idea  in  view  of  pre- 
senting a detailed  report  of  the 
Provo  river  to  the  state  fish  and 
game  service,  to  assist  them 
restocking  the  river  with  the 
proper  varieties  of  fish,  four  stu- 
dents of  the  biological  depart- 
ment of  the  university  are  mak- 
ing an  extensive,  detailed  study 
and  survey  of  the  river.  For  a 
month  and  a half,  Arthur  Hasler, 
Ross  Hatton,  Truman  Swallow, 
and  William  McGuire  have  been 
making  the  survey  of  the  section 
of  the  river  which  lies  between' 
the  bridge  on  the  state  highway 
and  the  bridge  at  L^ke  View. 
It  is  estimated  by  the  members 
of  the  party  that  it  will  take  till 
the  end  of  the  quarter  to  com- 
plete the  study. 

The  project  was  instituted  by  Dr 
Vasco  M.  Tanner,  head  of  the  depart- 
ment of  Zoology,  and  is  being  super- 
vised by  him. 

Study  Plant  and  Animal  Life 

A detailed  study  of  all  forms  oi 
life  in  the  river  is  being  made, 
plant  life  as  well  as  that  of 
insect  and  animal.  The  men  state 
that  because  of  the  varying  capacity 
of  the  river,  the  life  is  continually 
varying  from  fresh  water  to  that  of 
stagnant.  In  the  earlier  stages  of  the 
survey  the  river  was  considerably 
lower  than  now,  having  since  been 
swelled  by  melting  snow  and  spring 
rains.  A study  of  the  plant  and 
animal  life  along  the  banks  of  the 
being  given  considerable  at- 
tention, along  wfht  that  of  the  river 
proper.  The  mineral  content,  acidity, 
and  volume  are  also  being  determined. 

Twice  a week,  those  working 
the  project  spend  several  hours  col- 
lecting specimens,  and  in  research 
work.  Fifty  specimens  of  each  variety 
of  fish  are  being  collected,  and  a 
tailed  study  of  the  stomach  content 
of  each  is  made. 

Report  Will  Be  Made  to  State 

As  before  stated,  the  ultimate  pur- 
pose of  the  work  is  to  assist  the  fi<4i 
and  game  department  of  the  state 
stocking  the  river  with  the  proper 
varieties  of  fish,  and  at  its  completion 
at  the  end  of  the  quarter,  it  will  be 
presented  to  that  department  by  Dr. 
Tanner.  Each  man  has  been  working 
on  a separate  phase  of  the  work,  but 
all  of  it  will  be  compiled  into  one  re- 
port at  the  finish. 

The  group  report  that  the  work  is 
exceptionally  interesting,  and  at  the 
completion  of  the  quarter,  they  hope 
to  have  a detailed,  authoritative,  sur- 
vey of  considerable  value.

Larsen  Explains 

Art  Differences 


Classes  of  B.  F.  Larsen  spent  Wed- 
nesday afternoon  in  intensive  study  of 
the  art  show  at  Springville.  Mr. 
Larsen  contrasted  the  work  of  Elliot 
Dangerfield  and  Emil  Carlsen  with 
that  of  the  modern  painters. 

"The  work  of  these  men  is  done 
in  the  glaze  method;  its  hows  subtle 
tones  and  rich  color.  It  is  the  kind 
of  painting  which  we  can  stand  back 
and  admire,  but  it  lacks  the  spon- 
taneity which  makes  the  modern  work 
become  a part  of  us,  "says  Larsen. 

"Picture  appreciation  is  the  enjoy- 
ing of  shape  against  shape,  color 
against  color,  dark  against  light,  and 
texture  against  texture.  It  has  noth- 
ing to  do  with  subject  matter.”  Pro- 
fessor Larsen  pointed  out  that  the 
moderns  use  very  small  spots  of  in- 
tense color  to  make  a whole  canvas 
look  richly  painted.  “Rich  color  in 
small  spots  becomes  very  vital,  but 
in'  large  spots  it  is  commonplace.” 
Professor  Eastmond’s  classes  will 
visit  the  exhibit  this  afternoon.

Romeo  and  Juliet  Applauded 


Success  in  satisfying  measure  attend- 
ed the  efforts  of  the  local  chapter  of 
Theta  Alpha  Phi,  national  dramatic 
fraternity,  in  their  Y Day  production 
of  Shakespeare’s  famous  romantic 
tragedy,  “Romeo  and  Juliet.”  Profes- 
sor Alonzo  Morley  is  to  be  congratu- 
lated for  the  evidences  of  skilful  di- 
rection were  apparent  in  the  restrained 
but  adequate  interpretations.  He  was 
assisted  by  Alice  Jones  who,  judging 
from  her  convincing  work  as  Lady 
Montague,  is  also  an  able  director. 

The  difficulties  of  producing  an 
Elizabethan  drama  before  a modern 
audience  has  since  1925  discouraged 
local  actors  from  attempting  a Shake- 
spearean play. 

Elaine  Paxman  gave  a finished  and 
delicate  interpretation  of  the  character 
of  Juliet.  Though  exquisitely  modu- 
lated, her  voice  carried  well.  Morris 
Clinger  played  Romeo  admirably.  It 
was  Orlando  McBride,  however,  who 
gave  perhaps  the  most  impressive  per- 
formance. As  Friar  Laurence  he  act- 
ed with  understanding  and  sympatliy, 
his  resonant  voice  ringing  with  deep 
sincerity.  He  probably  succeeded  best 
in  the  feat  of  reading  blank  verse  as 
though  it  were  spontaneous  speech, 
not  consciously  polished  art.  Monta 
Wentz  likewise  threatened  to  run 
away  with  the  show  with  her  appear- 
ances before  the  curtain. 

Much  favorable  comment  was  ex- 
pressed for  the  work  of  Genevieve 
Morgan  as  the  nurse.  She  and  Fred 
Webb  as  the  aging  but  jaunty  Peter 
provided  many  laughs.  Glen  Webb 
gave  as  usual  a spontaneous  and  vig- 
orous portrayal.  Earl  Nielson  made 
himself  properly  obnoxious  as  Tybalt, 
so  that  when  he  died  at  the  hand  of 
Romeo,  the  audience  were  easily  re- 
conciled.

2007  Last  Year 

Two  thousand  and  seven  athletes 
of  junior  high  school,  senior  high 
school,  and  junior  college  age  parti- 
cipated in  Brigha'm  Young  university’s 
annual  invitational  track  and  field 
meet  and  relay  carnival  last  year.
